-I had gone to school in San 
Francisco for about three months} 
and absorbed the manner in which 
the students conducted themselves in 
the city schools, so came home 

several well defined notions to put 
Astoria High School on the map as 
far as student activities were ‘con- 
cerned. The result was that by en- 
listing the aid of several “live wire” 
students, namely; Harvey Allen, Otto 
Utzinger, Yvon Guilliume and possi- 
bly -one .or two more we organized 
the student body, 1 think’ the first or- 
ganization the students ever had in 
the history of the ‘school, Then in 
rapid order we got the classes togeth- 
er, and organized each class. Hereto- 
fore, only the juniors and seniors 
had any semblance of an organiza- 
tion. Fo! that we instituted | 
the school publication, publishe iv 
the student body. In casting about 
for a name we approached Miss 
Moore, who you will remember was 
our Latin teacher at that time, for a 
suggestion for the title ‘of the pub- 
lication. In fact we sought sugges- 
tions from nearly all of the faculty 
members. Miss Moore suggested the 
name Zephyrus, because of the pre- 
vailing westerly sea breezes-that blew 
in from the ocean about that time of 
year. Hence the name. In reflect- 
ing back, it seems that I must have 
been very pigish, for I recall that I 
held office in nearly all. of the early 
student activities. Was the first Stu- 
dent Body president, first editor of 
the Zephyrus which you will recall 
was a monthly publication at that 
time), in addition to holding some 
office both in the senior class 705, 
football team and baseball team.

tion we find the following: “The 
members of the preceding classes 
published “The Zephyrus” for two 
years, They found that it was a pay- 
ing proposition, If they could make 
the paper pay, why can’t'we? This 
question will immediately present. it- 
self to you: Why did they not. con- 
tinue to publish the Zephyrus? ‘This 
can be easily answered—the pupils 
jacked enthusiasm. Oh, they were 
willing to buy a copy, for they en- 
joyed reading it, but'they did not want 
to contribute their: literary produc- 
tions, and a paper cannot be edited 
unless contributions are received from 
the pupils.” You of the present staff, 
do not their problems remind you of 
yours? Human nature changes 
slowly. 

From, these first humble editions 
has sprung the Zephyrus of today. It 
was the first few editions that showed 
the real value of a publication of this 
nature, 

_ The Student Body 

The same year in which the career 
of the Zephyrus was launched, the 
“genial”? busimess manager of the 
Zephyrus, Harvey Allen, at one of the 
many meetings called to discuss mat- 
ters in relation to the establishing of 
a paper, moved that the organization 
be made permanent. This organiza 
tion was to be called the Student 
Body of the Astoria High School, 
and all students of the school were tu 
be considered members, This was the 
beginning of the Student Body as we 
know it. As there were “13 in ‘the 
graduating class. that year, one can 
well judge the size of their Student 
Body, as compared with 421. If my 
memory Hasn't faiied me, there were 
about 90 in all in that first Student 


Body,

some, there were those who enjoyed 
it. When Rhetoricals were no long- 
er practical, in 1908, two literary so- 
cieties appeared: The  Alfredian, 
hamed for the great patron of learn- 
ing, King Alfred, and the Wauregan 
(indian word for “still water’). In 
1910 the Adelphian society made its, 
debut. It was composed entirely of 
Freshmen. The Winter number of 
the Zephyrus for 1910 gives them a 
few words of advice. “Don't think 
that as yours is a new society with 
inexperienced members you cannot 
make it the best in the school. The 
whole underlying principle of success 
is work and loyalty to your society.” 
Between 1911 and 1913 a fourth so- 
ciety was formed, the Forum.
